A CRACKDOWN on illegal hare 
coursing and poaching is being 
launched by police in the 
Faversham area from tomorrow. 

The acts of animal cruelty still take place in 
remote areas and hundreds of pounds are 
waged in bets. 

But police say they are determined to see an 
end to the countryside criminal acts and 
are working with both landowners and those 
with expert knowledge of the rural area to end 
the practice. 

The operation, which is being run by the 
Faversham Neighbourhood Team, will continue 
until January 31 and has two main aims - to 
reduce crime in the countryside and raise the 
confidence of people living away from the main 
towns in the area. 

Sergeant Dave Smith, from the neighbour¬ 
hood team, said although hare coursing was 
banned by the Hunting Act 2004, it was still 
taking place in remote areas with hundreds of 
pounds changing hands as people bet on which 
dogs, usually lurchers, would be the first to 
catch a hare. 

“Hare coursing tends to start this time of year 
when the crops have been harvested and we 
got our first case this year in a field near 
Doddington earlier this month,” said Sgt Smith. 

“The people involved in this so-called sport 
can cause thousands of pounds worth of dam¬ 
age to newly planted crops. 

“Hares are often left with broken legs or

THE grieving mother of a 
teenager who died after 
being hit by a car has 
described him as a “unique 
human being’’. 

Christopher Allum, 17, was hit by 
a black Vauxhall Corsa in Holly 
Road, Ramsgate, on Saturday, 
September 19, and died later that 
day in hospital. 

His mother, Zoe Law, from 
Faversham, said: “Christopher was a 
unique human being who will be 
very much missed by us all, and he 
leaves behind him a massive void 
that will never be filled.” 

She and his father George Allum, a 
police officer based at Margate, 
added that he was a 'Very happy” 
young man who was “always smil¬ 
ing” and “always willing to help other 
pupils and friends”. 

Christopher also leaves behind 
brother Philip and sister Rachel, 
both 15. 

Christopher started his education 
at St Mary’s School, Faversham, and 
then went on to St Lawrence College, 
Ramsgate. 

His ambition was to become a car 
designer as cars were his passion. He 
also liked R’n’B music. 

He had passed his driving test, 
both theory and practical, in just two 
weeks and was serious enough about 
his driving to have also completed 
the Pass Plus scheme. 

Zoe said: “Every time my heart 
beats I miss him. When we feel low 
he will be there to encourage us, I 
know. 

“We would like to say thank you to 
the pupils and staff at St Lawrence 
College for all the care they have 
given Chris over the years and now 
for their support of his family. 

“Also, thank you to everyone for the 
fantastic and touching tributes.”

“I don’t think Chris actually 
realised how much he touched the 
hearts of so many people. It gives us 
strength and confirms everything we 
feel for Christopher. We are so privi¬ 
leged to have been blessed to be the 
parents of such an amazing, charm¬ 
ing and significant boy. 

“His brother and sister sorely miss 
their special big brother and take 
solace in the fact that he was an 
inspiration to them.” 

His father, George, said: “All Chris’s 
family are devastated at his loss. We 
were all so very proud of the lovely, 
caring young man Chris was grow¬ 
ing into. 

‘We would like to say thank you to 
the emergency services and hospital 
staff and those people in Holly Road 
who tried to save him. We have been 
overwhelmed by the sympathy and 
support shown by friends and col¬ 
leagues.” 

An inquest was opened and 
adjourned into Christopher’s death 
on Tuesday, last week.

backs and last year three dogs were 

abandoned in fields by their owners.” 

The operation will also target poach¬ 
ers who, by stealing pheasants and 
other game birds from organised 
shoots, also prove costly to landowners. 

Officers will be working with both 
farmers and gamekeepers to build 
intelligence about offenders. 

They are also appealing to the pub¬ 
lic to to report any coursing or poach¬ 
ing taking place in their area. 

Sgt Smith said: “Both poaching and 
hare coursing are often linked to 
other kinds of rural crime. Last year 
we seized three vehicles and three 
men were arrested for stealing diesel 
from tractors. We recovered stolen 
farm machinery and a man was 
arrested for a burglary at Throwley. 

“Intelligence gathered from the oper¬ 
ation also led to the discoveiy of two 
cannabis factories in Newnham and 
Throwley Forstal earlier this year.”

Town's loyalty card is 
a hit with residents 

MORE than 1,000 loyalty cards pro¬ 
moting businesses in Faversham 
have been sold in just two months. 

The scheme, set up in July, gives 
shoppers points for using stores and 
other outlets in the town. 

Vouchers are offered when a certain 
total is reached and these can be 
redeemed at participating businesses. 

A total of 18 companies are involved 
in the plan, which is the first of its 
kind in Kent.

Supermarket plans to 
create 300 new jobs 

SUPERMARKET giant Sainsbury’s 
has said it intends to move into 
Faversham, creating up to 300 jobs. 

The £18 million investment would 
see a supermarket constructed on a 
vacant site at Bysing Wood, which the 
company already owns. The site was 
originally earmarked for a DIY store.

THE Isle of Sheppey is set to forge 
ahead in prosperity when the glob¬ 
al recession receeds, according to a 
leading Government minister. 

Shahid Malik MP, Under Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local Government, visit¬ 
ed the island last week in order to see the first 
stages of the planned regeneration of the area. 

He was in the Queenborough and Rushenden 
area where a long-awaited road is under con¬ 
struction, 2,000 new homes are set to be built 
and jobs created by the construction of a super¬ 
market distribution centre. 

The plans are being overseen by the South 
East England Development Agency, but are 
also backed by the private sector and local and 
national government. 

Mr Malik said: “The Isle of Sheppey is 
extremely wel placed in the long term, and once 
we see the global downturn in the economy 
evaporate, the area will really be able to take 
advantage. 

“The regeneration which is currently taking 
place will be of great benefit to the area and the 
people who live here in the coming years.” 

Among the projects in place are the construc¬ 
tion of the Rushenden Relief Road - which has 
been called for by locals for 30 years. 

The supermarket chain Aldi say about 250 
new jobs will be created by a major distribution 
centre at Neats Court, while property company 
Amicus Horizon say up to 300 new jobs will be 
created when they open a new centre. 


Mr Malik also had a go at driving a digger 
and was shown some boxing moves at a com¬ 
munity centre. 

He said the regeneration projects were an 
example to the UK on how to take the right 
approach. 

“In some cases regeneration projects are 
planned in an office and no-one has too much 
confidence in them,” he said. “But here the 
process has been different. Locals have been 
involved from the start and can now see their 
fingerprints on the blueprint for the future. 


“When details of a meeting about the area’s 
future were released, about 1,000 people got 
involved. It says much for the area that the 
level of interest and commitment was so high. 

‘What we are seeing here is a great example 
of how the public and private sectors, and local 
and national government, can work together.” 

Last week Yourswale revealed plans to vastly 
increase the size and capacity of the Port of 
Sheemess. 

Mr Malik said: “If people believe in the future 
they can succeed.” 



Lifetime ban for 
breeder who 
mistreated dogs 


A DOG breeder whose animals were dis¬ 
covered being kept in poor conditions 
has been given a lifetime ban. 

Melanie King, 55, of Whents Farm, 
Lower Road, Teynham, pleaded guilty to 
charges of mistreatment and was given 
an 18-month community order, ordered 
to do 150 hours of unpaid work and pay 
£1,100 in costs for breaching the condi¬ 
tions of a licence issued to her for the 
keeping of a breeding establishment. 

She was also disqualified for life from 
keeping a dog breeding establishment. 

The court was shown pictures of the 
bad conditions the dogs were kept in as 
King was sentenced at Sittingboume 
Magistrates Court in relation to 24 
offences under the Breeding of Dogs Act 
1973. One of the pictures is shown above. 

In December 2008, an inspection of the 
premises by a vet raised serious con¬ 
cerns about breeding conditions. A tem¬ 
porary licence was issued to enable King 
to deal with the problems. 

In February and March this year, 
Swale council officers attended her farm 
together with the police and the RSPCA, 
they witnessed numerous breaches of 
the licence conditions. 

In sentencing, the bench told King that 
had she failed to plea guilty at an early 
stage, they would have imposed a custo¬ 
dial sentence. 


Anti-social 
bikers 'won't 
be tolerated' 


Cancer survivor is 
guest at service to 
thank volunteers 


POLICE have warned riders of 
nuisance off-road bikes that their 
actions will not be tolerated. 

An operation to tackle the anti¬ 
social use of trials bikes and quad 
bikes across Swale this summer 
has now ended, but Sgt Dave 
Smith, of the Faversham Rural 
Neighbourhood Team, stressed this 
week that officers would continue 
to take action. 

Abbeyfields and Goldfinch Close, 
in Faversham, were among six 
areas targeted in the operation. 

Illegal 

An off-road motorbike was seized 
in Boughton earlier this month for 
having no insurance, and the rider 
of a quad bike on land at Teynham 
was given a warning by police. 

Sgt Smith said: “Just because the 
operation is over doesn’t mean we 
won’t continue to issue warnings 
and seize illegal bikes. 

“These bikes have a detrimental 
impact on people’s quality of life, 
and often the riders are untrained 
and their bikes are not insured, 
taxed or MOT-ed,” he said.

He said: “Operations have their 
ups and downs, physically and emo¬ 
tionally, but psychologically, getting 
the news of a new cancer is the Big 
Event. 


“The first time is a proverbial bolt 
from the blue; the second another 
deep shock. The third is yet another 
nauseating low point. 

“When you get to your fourth, you 
feel like looking up, shaking your fist 
and saying ‘What do you think 
you’re playing at?”’

Service for Cancer Research UK on 
Saturday is an opportunity to thank 
the people of Kent for the generous 
and unstinting support that under¬ 
pins the charity. 

Leading the tributes will be

Police cracking 
down on drivers 


who use 

A MAJOR police operation is 
being launched tomorrow which 
will crack down on drivers using 
mobile phones at the wheel. 

The two-month blitz, which will run 
throughout Swale, will focus on the illegal 
use of mobile phones, and drivers and pas¬ 
sengers who don’t wear seatbelts. 

October will see also officers concentrating 
on the use of seatbelts. Traffic officer for Mid 
Kent, PC Warren Jarvis, said anyone break¬ 
ing the law would be stopped and fined. 

He said: “Recently, the fixed penalty fines 
for people not wearing seatbelts doubled 
from £30 to £60. 

“Of the 2,538 people killed on our roads last 
year, about 500 could have been saved if they 
had been wearing seatbelts, yet some contin¬ 
ue to flout the law even though it only takes 
a second to belt up. 

“We get all sorts of weird and wonderful 
excuses, like the belt won’t fit over someone’s 
dress, or it’ll crease their shirt. 

“Some drivers want to show how tough 
they are by not wearing their seatbelt. They 
don’t seem to realise that they are putting

their own and their passengers’ lives at risk.” 

In November the focus will be on people 
using mobile phones while behind the wheel. 

PC Jarvis said: “Earlier this year we ran an 
operation to target mobile phone use and 
issued 112 fixed penalty tickets, which shows 
that people are still flouting the rules.” 

Officers can give drivers with a £60 fixed 
penalty ticket and three points on their 
licence if they are seen talking on the phone 
or texting while driving. 

“You are four times more likely to have an 
accident while using the phone while driving, 
yet only 25 per cent of drivers say they would 
not use a phone and drive,” said PC Jarvis. 

Officers in Mid Kent will use a variety of 
ways to enforce the crackdown, including 
uniformed patrols and high visibility road 
checks. 

They are also urging anyone with any con¬ 
cerns about road safety to email them at 
roads.policing.midkent@kent.pnn.police.uk. 

PC Jarvis said: “If we can stop even one 
person from being killed or seriously injured 
the operation will have been a success.”

An elderly woman using the ATM was 
approached by a man and a girl aged about 
14 or 15. The girl asked the woman for 
money in a foreign accent while the man cov¬ 
ered the screen and buttons of the ATM with 
a newspaper, during which time £250 was 
withdrawn from her account. 

Police are linking the theft to an incident at 
an ATM at Tesco in Bridge Road, Sheemess, 
about an hour later. A woman using the cash 
machine was approached by two youths who 
ran off when she shouted at them.

Q How did you become involved in Channel 4's series How 
the Other Half Live? 

A Since I was named entrepreneur of the year 
by Ernst and Young in 2007,1 have had var¬ 
ious television channels calling me to tiy and get 
me to do different shows, but when Channel 4 
called and told me about this one it was really 
something I could associate with and wanted to 
be involved in. I know what it’s like to have 
money troubles and grow up on a council estate 
so when they said about the show, I knew it was 
something I could get stuck in to. 

Q Your family was paired up with the Cuthberts as a 
potential family to sponsor, what was it about them that 
stood out to you? 

A A One of the main things that I liked about 
the Cuthbert family was how they worked 
in their family circle, plus they were facing 
eviction when I first met them and I wanted to 
do something to help. I could relate to them as 
I remember when I was growing up in south 
London, I used to have to hide behind the sofa 
with my mum from the debt collectors and 
rent man, so I know what it’s like to be in that 
position. I also saw a lot of myself in young 
Sam, (aged 11) who has a paper round at an 
early age, like I did, and is a bit of an artful 
dodger type character. 

A You gave the Cuthbert family more than £4,000, a new 
Wife in the countryside, and offered to pay for Jimmy and 
Toni's wedding, as well as giving Jimmy a job at one of your 


caravan parks - did you ever expect that you would help to 
that extent? 

A I wasn’t too sure what to expect, but with¬ 
out sounding condescending to the other 
episodes in the series, I didn’t want to give the 
family a new plasma television or laptop, I 
wanted to help them get somewhere and get 
them to sign up for a change. They showed me 
that they wanted to change and get out of 
London, so I gave them a helping hand. 

Q How would you say your help has changed the Cuthbert 
family? 

A They are doing really well in their new life 
and Jimmy loves his new job as a security 
warden at one of my caravan parks in 
Felixstowe. Sam is still the same and has start¬ 
ed his own business at the caravan park, offer¬ 
ing to walk dogs. He is a character and I think 
he has a good future ahead of him, he’s a hard 
worker. They still have money worries but don’t 
we all, but they know I’m here if they need any 
advice. As for the wedding, we have offered to 
have it at the Hop Farm in February next year 
and I’m planning on a making it a big event.

A We still keep in touch and they have my 
number. I wouldn’t say we are best mates 
but we have expanded our circle of friends and 
they are lovely people, let’s just say they are on 
our Christmas list now. 


A My wife Julie and I know that kind of life 
so we weren’t too phased when we went to 
visit them in north London. To be honest, it 
went straight over my daughter Masie’s head, 
who is eight, but Rosie, who is 11, went very 
quiet and was quite shocked. I’m glad that 
they got to see that way of life so they can 
appreciate what they have and realise you 
have to work for it. My saying has always 
been you shouldn’t be embarrassed of where 
your roots are or if you asked for help, 
like I did, and be proud of where you have 
come from.

What reactions have you had from other people? 


A We have received some really lovely and 
positive comments, especially from people 
on the Channel 4 website. A lot of people have 
left things on the site which are really heart¬ 
warming.

Would you do anything like this again? 


A I really enjoyed it and I think the whole 
family did, so I would do it again, definite¬ 
ly.

Former addict has turned his life around and is helping others trapped by drugs 

If I can keep one person out 
of prison, it will be worth if 


Drug addiction's link to crimes committed to pay for the 
habit is well known. Darren Dilloway has served time in 
prison for drug offences but now works with the police and 
drug agencies to help people trapped by addiction. As part 
of our A Safer Kent campaign, taking a behind the scenes 
look at the work of Kent Police, TOM BETTS meets a man 
who has been on both sides of the system 



TURNING your life around when 
you are fighting a £100-a-day drug 
habit is no easy task, but Darren 
Dilloway is living proof that it can 
be done. 

At the peak of his addiction, Darren was liv¬ 
ing in a nightmare, flitting between prison and 
hostels, with a spate of convictions, heroin 
overdoses and near-death experiences under 
his belt. 

He was losing the battle and thinks would be 
dead by now if he hadn’t finally decided to try 
and escape and salvage something from life. 

He said: “At one point I would honestly 
rather have been in prison than free. You get 
three meals a day, have no bills to pay and are 
looked after in way.” 

Darren, 34, grew up in the Medway towns of 
Gillingham and Chatham and found himself 
in trouble with the police in his early teens. 

He dabbled with drugs such as cannabis, 
ecstasy, cocaine and LSD, before an addiction 
to speed got the better of him and he started 
stealing to pay for his habit. 


Skipping school, unemployment, hanging 
around aimlessly and car crime became the 
norm and he soon found himself inside, where 
he first took heroin. 

“Many people start to do it when they go 
inside as a ‘bird-killer’, to pass the time quick¬ 
er, and when I got out I realised I was addict¬ 
ed,” he said. 

Years of addiction followed, with crack join¬ 
ing heroin on his daily wish list. 

He said: “All that interested me each day 
was getting money to buy drugs, taking drugs 
and everything that went with it. I knew the 
risks but still I’d have tried anything. I was 
stuck in a vicious circle.” 

Talking about his crimes, he said: “The worst 
thing I’ve done is street robberies and burgla¬ 
ries. 

“At one point I wouldn’t think anything of 
breaking into four or five houses a day at the 
peak of my addiction. It didn’t occur to me that 
there were victims, you don’t really think like 
that.” 

However, after he last came out of prison, for 
a garage robbery, Darren decided he had to 
make a change.

He said: “It had got to the point where I was 
sick of it. I decided I could beat it but even now 
it’s an ongoing thing. I know that I could walk 
out of here and have the drugs I wanted in my 


hand in an hour, it’s that easy. I have to take 
each day as it comes.” 

Making the break with his old life and many 
old friends and acquaintances was part of the 
process. “I have had to take myself away from 
my old life, and isolate myself from a lot of peo¬ 
ple,” he said. 

Darren has been clean for 18 months and 
has carved himself a new life. He has success¬ 
fully completed a rehabilitation requirement 
and day programme and is facing the future 
with a renewed sense of hope. 

Now he is volunteering and helping others 
with their drug problems and has managed to 
get himself a flat in Gillingham to start a new 
life. 

Support 

Eventually he hopes to get a job as a drug 
support worker, helping young people under¬ 
stand what a life as a drug addict can be like. 

He said: “I want my story to be out there as 
it can show people they can turn their lives 
around. 

“It’s hard and you have to be ready and sta¬ 
ble in life, but it is possible. If I can keep one 
person out of prison it will have been worth it.” 

Chief Superintendent Steve Corbishley, who 
is in charge of the Medway area for Kent 
Police, arrested Darren when he was causing 
trouble and has seen him start to turn his life 
around. 

“I am delighted Darren is helping stop oth¬ 
ers turning to crime,” said Chief Supt 
Corbishley. 

“He can talk to offenders and potential 
offenders in language they understand, and 
get across the message that crime really does 
not pay.”

KENT has become the first county 
in the UK to use a hi-tech forensic 
marker spray to catch and deter 
flytippers. 

SmartWater is a permanent and invisible 
marking tool that is mainly used to protect 
property, but Clean Kent has now become the 
first agency to use the tool in this innovative 
way 

The Clean Kent campaign is a multi-agency 
project led by Kent County Council in partner¬ 
ship with district and borough councils, Kent 
Police, Kent Fire and Rescue Service, the 
Crown Prosecution Service, the Highways 
Agency and the Environmental Agency 

With help from former BBC TV Watchdog 
presenter Nicky Campbell, who now presents 
the breakfast show on Radio 5, the agencies 
demonstrated at Maidstone Studios how 
SmartWater will play a crucial part in the 
ongoing campaign to crack down on flytipping 
in Kent. 

Residents will be able to spray SmartWater 
on household waste before it is disposed of. If 
it is then found illegally dumped, officers can 
detect SmartWater using ultraviolet light and 
trace it back to the trader responsible. 

The invisible coding spray will remain on 
any object permanently, even if it is burnt, 
making it possible to trace the waste back to 


flytippers trying to cover their tracks. 

Clean Kent co-ordinator at KCC, Melanie 
Price, said: “SmartWater has been used 
throughout the country, and globally, to mark 
property, but we have been innovative enough 
to come up with this unique way of using it to 
deter flytipping. 


“Because it is invisible there is no way a 
trader could know if they are dumping 
unmarked waste illegally or marked waste. 
We are hoping the risk will deter them and 
reduce flytipping in Kent.” 

SmartWater chief executive Phil Cleary, 
whose brother invented the product, said: “The

use of SmartWater will help reinforce the mes¬ 
sage to criminals that Kent is now a no-go 
zone for flytippers. Through SmartWater, 
Clean Kent will have the technology to pursue 
convictions and will actively do so. 

“SmartWater maintains a 100 per cent con¬ 
viction rate when used as evidence in court, 
which will send a strong message to anyone 
considering flytipping.” 

The scheme is being piloted in the Swale and 
Sevenoaks areas first, before it is rolled out to 
the rest of Kent. 

People found guilty of fly-tipping can face 
prison sentences of up to five years or a maxi¬ 
mum fine of £50,000. 


Railway offer 
'staycationers' 
ride to rescue 


TOURISM bosses have revealed a 14 per cent 
increase in the number of visitors to the 
Garden of England so far this year. 

Visit Kent said families had been flocking 
to attractions such as Leeds Castle and 
Howletts and Port Lympne wild animal 
parks after a summer promotion in conjunc¬ 
tion with train company Southeastern. 

Figures from the tourism partnership show 
that 2,534,491 visitors came to Kent between 
January and July this year, compared with 
2,227,083 in 2008. 


The 2FOR1 promotion, which is continuing 
until March 2010, is available at more than 
70 attractions, hotels and restaurants across 
Kent. Visitors have to present a valid rail 
ticket from anywhere in Southeastern’s net¬ 
work along with a voucher downloaded from 
the campaign’s website or from promotional 
brochures at railway stations. 

More than 3,000 vouchers have been down¬ 
loaded and it is hoped at least 5,000 will be 
redeemed before the end of the promotion. 

Sandra Matthews-Marsh, chief executive 


of Visit Kent, said: “People are looking for 
value for money and a good deal and this offer 
represents that. They are top attractions in 
Kent - restaurants, hotels, places to visit - so 
it’s a very compelling offer. We are convinced 
this campaign has made a contribution to the 
positive picture.”

Gary Wright asks why waste time considering a law that will always blame drivers in collisions with bicycles? 



Surely cyclists are the worst 
example of green arrogance 


THE cyclist may just be the best 
example yet of that self-righteous 
arrogance that has spoiled Britain 
over the past 20 years. 

I tended to believe that the militant anti¬ 
smoker represented all that was worst about 
this country. 

And be clear here, I mean the irritating, 
supercilious ANTI-smoker as opposed to the 
far less dangerous NON-smoker, who accepts 
that people have different ways to live their 
lives and that compromise is one of the best 
attributes a person can possess. 

That holier-than-thou mentality runs so 
deep in these people that I have discovered 
over the years that the ANTI-smoker normal¬ 
ly has a string of other unreasonable intoler¬ 
ances that mean he, or she, is not a person 
with whom I will choose to spend my free time. 

They represent the worst of PC Britain and 
those people like fundamental Christians 
(well fundamental anyone really) who simply 


believe they are right because it’s too difficult 
to reconsider or admit you’re wrong (anyone 
who took huge, spiteful delight in the law 
against smoking in public places). 

But the militant bicyclist has come up on the 
outside and is now proving to be the most dan¬ 
gerous green Nazi in existence. 

We have spent millions of pounds in local 
taxes and Lotto grants to build them a net¬ 
work of cycle paths across our fair isle. 

But that’s not good enough. Now Cycling 
England - an agency we fund through the 
Transport Department - wants the civil law to 
be changed so that drivers are automatically 
liable in the event of a crash. No matter who is 
at fault. 

So the Lycra Louts - who ride like they own 
the road, ignoring traffic lights and using the 
pavement when it suits them, especially in big 
cities - will have even less reason to be careful. 

They’ll be secure in the knowledge that 
when they do smash head-on into a truck as 
they go the wrong way down a one-way street 
(which is another change in the law being con¬ 


sidered), while they are recovering in hospital, 
at my expense, they will also know that com¬ 
pensation will be on its way from Mr Truck 
driver who is automatically to blame. 

Surely this is madness. 

Cyclists are at best a bunch of well-meaning 
folk who think that a mode of transport 
invented in the 19th century has a place on 
our busy 21st century roads. Incorrect. 

At worst they are hoodlums who disregard 
the Highway Code believing they have the 
moral high ground because they are not pol¬ 
luting our planet. 

Witness the ridiculous anger they’ve shown 
over Boris Johnson’s sensible plan to open bus 
lanes to commuters on scooters and motorcycles. 
Absolute common sense and yet they have 
protested with an anger not seen since the last 
anti-foxhunt protest outside Parliament. 

When cyclists start paying road tax (or VED 
for the picky) and have to pay insurance, then 
they deserve a voice, until then, ignore them 
and tell them to use the cycle lanes we have 
built for them.

They will also be a great boost to tourism for the whole 
area, which will be of benefit to everyone. 

Do you think it's unusual for them to have 
been found so close to the town centre? 

Well, there have been finds made in other towns under 
shopping centres and close to the town centres. 

They take place when work is being done and ground 
is uncovered, so maybe it's not as unusual as all that. 

The way they are being preserved - in 
full public view - is quite innovative. 

Yes, that's true. It's great that local people can get 
involved with what is going on and help preserve and look 
after the finds in such a practical way.

For more than 15 years I’ve been 
complaining about cyclists riding 
on the pavement, but over the 
years I’ve given up telling them 
to get off it.

He got just a £2,200 fine, as the 
maximum sentence for danger¬ 
ous cycling is a £2,500 fine.

pounded when a leading cycle 
expert stated that cyclists should 
never be prosecuted for being 
involved in an accident with a 
car, as the car driver would 
always be at fault. 

What sort of idiot statement is 


that? I would be more tolerant if 
those cyclists had manners. 

The path outside my house is 
only wide enough for two people, 
yet we still have cyclists riding at 
very high speeds, most of which 
are schoolchildren. 


There are also adults causing 
problems; the worst often kitted 
out in complete cycle regalia. 

Occasionally you will get a 
cyclist who sees there are people 
walking on the pavement and 
they will wait till everyone pass¬ 
es or get off and walk. 

Although they should not be on 
the pavement, at least they are 
thinking of other people. 

The police, as usual, don’t want 
to know, so what can we do? 

Surely the time has come for 
cycles to be road-taxed, insured 
and have an MOT, like in other 
countries, especially as the 
amount of cycle lanes being 
installed is becoming a drain on 
public finance. And yes, I do own 
a bicycle. 

Cycles are, in law, carriages (as 
a consequence of the Taylor v 
Goodwin judgment in 1879) and 
should be on the road not the 
pavement.

The humble origin of a 
highly evolved career

PAUL Bettany has been wowing 
theatre-goers and independent 
movie fans for years, but it took his 
buttock-baring turn as Chaucer in 
A Knight’s Tale for Hollywood big¬ 
wigs to sit up and take notice. 

He now cites roles in The Da Vinci Code and 
Oscar-winning movies A Beautiful Mind, 
where he met his wife Jennifer Connelly, and 
Master And Commander among his impres¬ 
sive resume. But his latest role has proved his 
most daunting yet. 

In Creation, Bettany plays the revolutionary 
scientist Charles Darwin, author of arguably 
the most explosive book in history, On the 
Origin of Species. 

Published 150 years ago, the book was a cul¬ 
mination of more than 20 years of research 
inspired by his travels as a young man. 

In the work, he revealed a scientific explana¬ 
tion for the diversity of species, including the 
evolution of man, and forever changed the way 
we view our place in the world. 

Creation is based upon Annie’s Box, a book 
written by Darwin’s great-great grandson, 
Randal Keynes. 

In it, we see Darwin as a young and vibrant 
family man - albeit one whose mental and 
physical health gradually buckles under the 
weight of guilt and grief for a lost child, his 
beloved ten-year-old daughter, Annie. 

A man tom between his love for his deeply 
religious wife and his own growing belief in a 
world where God has no place, Darwin even 
wrote that by effectively Tailing’ God he felt 
like he was “confessing a murder”. 

So there’s much to talk about as I prepare to 
interview the 38-year-old actor. Opening a

door, I step into a grand but dimly-lit room. 
There is shelf upon shelf of books but no sign 
of Mr Bettany, so I take a seat and only then 
do I notice the soles of two feet hanging off the 
end of a line of chairs. 

“Um... Paul,” the PR says gently and a rather 
tired looking Bettany pops his head up. 

It turns out Bettany is feeling rather poorly 
but, ever the professional, he takes his seat 
under the spotlight and ploughs on. 


His blue eyes may look slightly glassy but 
even in this exhausted state, Bettany still 
makes a striking figure. Tall and slim, his hair 
shaved for a film role but it only maximises his 
razor-sharp cheekbones. 

“Darwin’s a bit of a hero of mine. I think he 
was an extraordinarily brave human being,” 
he says in quiet but well-spoken words. “I like 
the idea of a person who is a social conserva¬ 
tive having this revolutionary idea.” 

He felt particularly close to his character 
while filming at Darwin’s actual home, Down 
House in Kent: “It was beautiful. I am not par¬ 
ticularly sentimental but I was really moved. I 
found it extraordinary to walk that walk 
where a great deal of his thinking was done. 
You felt a bit like a ghost for a second.”

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No time to sleep when in Seattle 



STUNNING VIEW: From the sprawl of the city to countryside explorations, there's lots to keep you busy in Seattle

SEATTLE, it is said, is a city where 
salmon swim upstream in the mid¬ 
dle of town and bald eagles share 
the sky with aeroplanes. 

Our whistle-stop tour of the entire state 
began in the city, whose defining landmark - 
despite the tourist information pack’s vision of 
spawning fish and rare birds of prey - is prob¬ 
ably the Space Needle building, which dwarfs 
all that it surrounds. 

However, it’s the 100-year-old Pike Place 
Market, a bustling food centre near the city’s 
harbour, that gives the region its lifeblood. 

Bustling food stalls are often the most photo¬ 
genic of settings, but this one is an assault on 
the senses, with vivid colours, eardrum-burst¬ 
ing shrieks from market traders and smells 
that linger across the city. From elite restau¬ 
rants frequented by Hollywood star Robin 
Williams to market stalls lined with bargains, 
it is a veritable feast for even the most 
demanding foodie. 

Even when you leave the city, you needn’t 
look far for your next bite. Surrounded by a 
fishing harbour and vast fertile countryside 
within an hour’s drive, it is not hard to see how 
Pike Place became a success. 

Located in the Pacific Northwest, Seattle is 
surrounded on all sides by the windswept 
waters of Puget Sound. 

Touring could not be easier, with boat cruis¬ 
es, open-top buses and monorails among the 
options. A favourite, if somewhat indulgent, 
choice is a short sightseeing flight with 
Kenmore Air (www.kenmoreair.com). 

The trip takes you across the surprisingly 
Metropolis-like city towards the sprawling 
millionaire waterfront pads, including Bill 
Gates’ extravagant home. 


And tourists who can tear themselves away 
from the city are also in for a pleasant sur¬ 
prise. Washington State, blessed with spectac¬ 
ular natural assets, has added to its lure by 
offering an enticing combination of fine local 
wine and produce. 

We travelled to the town of Spokane on a 
short internal flight and stayed in the welcom¬ 
ing boutique setting of Hotel Lusso. After an 
artery-busting breakfast on a train carriage at 
Frank’s Diner, our escape to the countryside 
was welcome. 

Talk to anyone in rural Washington, and 
they are likely to bend your ear about wine. 

The region struggles to compete commercial¬ 
ly with California, but locals are tremendous¬ 
ly proud of their vineyards, which have nearly 


doubled in size in the past five years. 

Tasting trips can take you to Richland and 
Walla Walla, where you will drink more than 
enough to make you an overnight connoisseur. 

After the fine wines and fresh local produce, 
including spectacular cheeses, you will be 
more than ready for a little exercise. 

Our solution was to take to the water in 
kayaks. The instructor from Spokane’s Parks 
and Recreation (tel: +001 509 625 6200) who 
guided us through the idyllic Little Spokane 
River, was as calm as the tranquil waters we 
followed downstream. 

With the sun beating down on us, we barely 
realised we had passed an entire afternoon as 
we paddled our way through the region’s rich, 
lush grassland.

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Still the nation of gazumpers 



BAD NEWS DAY: Research shows that one in five of us are happy to shatter the dreams of other home-buyers

A STUDY has found that gazump¬ 
ing continues to be a significant 
issue in the UK property market. 

Despite the slow sales that have been such a 
feature of the property downturn, more than 
one person in 10 who responded to a question 
about sales being hijacked at the last minute 
said they had been a victim of such actions. 

And more than one in five said that if the 
opportunity arose for them to pursue a last- 
minute sale at the expense of another pur¬ 
chaser, they would do so without taking 
anyone else’s feelings into consideration. 

Gazumping happens when someone makes 
an offer on a property that is agreed to, only for 
someone to come in at the last minute and 
make the purchase with a higher offer. 

It works because any agreement between 
buyer and seller is not recognised in law until 
a contract has been signed. 

It is the period between when an offer is 
made and when a contract is signed that cre¬ 
ates room for gazumping, with the original 
buyer losing out if they will not beat the later 
offer. 

The figures mean home-buyers could be 
forking out up to £290 million annually in 
pointless surveys, searches and lawyers’ fees 
when they are gazumped at the last hurdle, 
according to a new study from leading inde¬ 
pendent personal finance website Fool.co.uk. 


From a survey of 2,000 of its readers, 
Fool.co.uk - which was looking at malpractice 
within the industry - found that 12 per cent 
had been gazumped over the past year. 

More startlingly, 22 per cent revealed they 


would attempt to gazump a sale if they could, 
and the property were desirable enough, with 
11 per cent describing it as a “necessary evil”. 

Gazumping is especially a problem for first¬ 
time buyers, who are unlikely to have the 


available capital to match a gazumping bid, 
especially when more than 10 per cent of the 
UK property market is now powered by buy- 
to-let operations with deeper pockets. 

According to Alison Hunt at Fool.co.uk, there 
are some basic steps that a buyer can attempt 
to make to prevent gazumping: 

1. Insist the property is removed from the 
market. 

2. Sell your property before buying another. 

3. Exchange contracts as quickly as possible. 

4. Maintain a good relationship with the 
seller. 

5. Work with agents on an exclusive basis. 

In the meantime, buyers are warned to be 

aware of the risk of being gazumped, though 
as house prices stall, and sales volume stalls, 
property-buyers may be increasingly less like¬ 
ly to suffer from being gazumped. 

David Kuo, head of personal finance at 
Fool.co.uk, said: “For many people, the pur¬ 
chase of a house will probably be the biggest 
single acquisition they will ever make. 

“It can take months of searching to find the 
ideal home and anything that dashes the 
dream can be emotionally draining, especially 
if it is the result of being gazumped. 

“But it’s not only emotions that get hurt 
when you are gazumped - finances can take a 
battering, too. 

“Consequently, it is important to minimise 
the chances of being gazumped, though it is 
not possible to eliminate the risk completely. 

“It is sometimes said that gazumping is the 
price we pay for free-market competition.”

Confidence grows as 
investors back property 

ALMOST half of UK consumers believe 
that buying property is the best way to 
invest money. 

In a study by Scottish Widows, 48 per cent 
of those polled said investing in property 
was the best way to maximise returns on 
hard-earned cash. 


This figure is a significant increase on 12 
months ago, when just 28 per cent of those 
surveyed cited property as the best choice of 
investment. 

Commenting on the results, Jason Butler 
of Bloomsbury Financial Planning said 
investors should avoid “backing one horse”, 
adding that there was no such thing as a 
“best investment”. 

He acknowledged that many investors 
“want to invest in [property] over and above 
other investments”. 

However, he warned that investors look¬ 
ing to build their property portfolio should 
proceed with caution because the property 
market fluctuated depending on the bor¬ 
rowing options available. 


FIRST-TIME buyers will be happy to learn 
that mortgage-lenders are now asking for 
lower deposits. 

According to Mortgageforce, the average 
deposit required in August was 21.25 per cent 

- down from 25 per cent the previous month. 
The move is regarded as a sign that confi¬ 
dence is returning after months of gloom. 

Katie Tucker, Mortgageforce technical man¬ 
ager, said: “More generous deals are available 

- the ongoing stability of house prices reduces 
the risk of negative equity and repossessions 
that lenders are keen to avoid, so we should 
see more accommodating terms.” 


However, Ms Tucker also advises borrowers 
to be clear about the difference between ‘dis¬ 
count’ and ‘tracker’ loans, explaining that 
discount rates do not follow the base rate. 

They are instead linked to bank and build¬ 
ing society standard variable rates, which can 
be changed at the lender’s whim. 

In related news, prospective buyers should 
be aware that from January next year, stamp 
duty will be reintroduced on properties over 
£125,000. 

This time last year, the Government opted to 
increase the stamp duty threshold from 
£125,000 to £175,000.

when needed, while sipping fuel when driven 
sensibly, all helped by a beautifully weighted 
six-speed gearbox. 

A mid-life facelift added some of BMW’s 
EfficientDynamics technology; energy recov¬ 
ery from braking now tops-up the battery to 
prevent the alternator sapping engine power. 

As usual, official fuel figures are optimistic, 
but averaging nearly 50mpg is not unreason¬ 
able unless you exploit the engine’s low-mid 
range punch and amazing poise for such a big 
car (0-62mph in 8.3 seconds); balance and 
economy is helped by all-aluminium bodywork 
ahead of the windscreen. It will hustle along 
country lanes making about as much fuss as it 
does when quietly cruising motorways. 

The cabin is spacious and typically well- 
arranged, if clinical, and now features a more 
user-friendly sounds/navigation/technology 
interface than on launch models. 

Leather is a £1,340 ‘must have’ extra to an 
otherwise attractive £27,430 price for an entry 
level 5-Series that is a long way from petrol 518i 
‘poverty spec’ models of past generations, when 
snobby company car users would ask for the boot 
badge to be deleted from their order - ‘520d’, 
on the other hand, may be worn with pride. 


FOR years, the BMW 5-Series held 
pride of place in the management 
suite. But a new recruit with a famil¬ 
iar name has upset the seating plan. 

This upstart is Jaguar’s stunning new XF 
and, all of a sudden, even the big selling BMW 
520d - the number one aspirational manager’s 
motor, which outsells all other 5-Series models 
put together - looks like history... Or does it? 

Launched in 2003, current 5-Series styling 
remains controversial and, while this has 
helped maintain freshness, previews of a 
looming replacement suggest a comeback for 
BMW conservatism.

“Now we’re going to Magny-Cours 
where we can definitely do well.” 
Byrne remains in tenth place in the 
World Superbike Championship. 

The next round in France is on 
Sunday.

BRICKIES manager Gary Abbott was left 
fuming after the referee failed to inform 
anyone at Bourne Park of how much injury 
time he was going to allow. 

Referees usually indicate to the linesman 
how much time will be added on but on 
Saturday he appeared to forget to do so, 
leaving Abbott less than impressed. 

Sittingbourne scored two minutes after 
the allotted 90 to get themselves back into 
the game and just as they won a comer 
with their last attack, referee Wade Norcott 
called time. 

The fact he missed a blatant handball in 
the area that everybody in the ground, 
including the referee’s assessor sitting in 
the stands, clearly saw, added to the 
Sittingbourne manager’s frustrations. 

“I feel we have been cheated out of it a lit¬ 
tle bit,” he said. “The referee has given us 
nothing, I tried to speak to him but he won’t 
talk to me because he knows he is wrong.

Despite failing to have a single shot on 
goal in the first half and leaving it midway 
through the second half before pushing 
another striker up front, Abbott felt his 
use of a 4-5-1 formation was the right one 
on the day. 

‘We said at the start, let’s keep it tight for 
the first 20 minutes and don’t let them 
score, that was the plan, but their defender 
has come in and scored which was a bad 
goal to concede,” he said.
